Intelligence matters necessary ■ to the work 
of either Committee. 

Where there are questions of Joint con- 
cern between tha Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence and the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, they will be promptly made 
a matter of consultation And resolution be- 
tween the Chairmen of the two Committees, 
the full Committees, and the Chiefs of Staffs 
of both C'ommt,ltee3 as may l>s appropriate.
